IS THERE A NEW SCIENCEr 
Discourse Delivered by Mra. Cora L. V. 


Richmond at Chicago, Sunday, January 
6, 1890. 


“Tuere is nothing new under the sun.” 

“Behold | wake all tbtuga new." 

Tne paradox ip these two sentences 
is only seeming; that which Is eternal 
capuot be uew nor old; that which is 
transient may ever be renewed. The 
proposition of a principle is uuchang- 
ing, but form is forever changing. 

Tu the light of pist ages we find that 
all forms of truth bave their expressions 
in propositions that sometimes may be 
embcdied again. Mathematics, the 
primal acience of the world, never 
chapges Its basls, only the outworking 
of it. The same is true with every ul- 
timate sclence. If the ultimate propo 
altion of ethical Jife ia science, then It 
has never yet been found. But if it 
belongs to another real, If it belonga 
to that which, thougb manifested, has 
never been formulated, then the moral 
propositlous In their basis remaiu tne 
same, and are perfect whenever an- 
nounced. 

Toere are two methods, apparently, 
of viewing these subjects. It seems to 
ua that it is just as necessary to have 
correct methods of viewing spiritual 
and moral problems as it is of studying 
and solving mathematical problems. 
The methuds to be adopted in the pur- 
suit of moral propositlous, however, are 
not the same as those to be employed 
in science. The great mistake of many 
in the world is in endeavoring to solve 
ethical propositions with material 
metboua, or, as it js termed, ‘‘acleutific” 
Metbods. Sclenoce is the formulation, 
after adequate experiment, of propos!- 
tlons connected witb the worklug of 
natural laws, and notbing can becalled 
science that is not demonstrable upon 
the same basis each time the expert- 
ment ja made; nothing can be called a 
science of which the laws of {ts opera 
tlon are unknown, the basis of which 
cannot be distloctly shown, aud the 
reeulta of which cannot be distinctly 
declared. This is wby mathematicians 
the world over can agree ou any given 
propositions, and must agree as to the 
resulta; this la why chemical sclenoce 
will always yield the same results from 
the same formulas; thle la why, what- 
ever may be the diverse names given 
to any cience in the world, the perona 
engsged in the pursuit of it, though 
they may be far apart, must always

In the realm of 
mind there is a law, that law is related 
to dynamical aud physical existence as 
It it i alao related to the spirit, and the 
mlud ja the only reatm beyond tbe 
physical o:ginlam Ju which law, in the 
U-ual sense of the term, can be applied. 
But as tbe mind is regulated more from 
within than from without, all laws 
reluting to the mind ethically are in- 
trospective, relative instead of primal. 
The influence of the p‘iysicsl organism 
upon the mind, the !utluence of the 
surroundings upon the states of the 
miud, the results of the pbysica!l en- 
vironments ay produced In the mental 
states cannot be considered separately 
from the influence of the spirit upon 
the mind aod from the primal influence 
of the spirit upon the whole existence. 
The relation of the spirit to the uni- 
verse of matter is not dynamical, but 
statical, fia fixed, is eterns], doea not 
change, and, bejug primal, cannot by 
any of the known methods of sclence 
be shown through experiment, for 
experiment is the result of that by 
which something that iy superlor, does 
something wiih that which is less, 
Man, because he ls spirit, may experi- 
ment with matter, but «#plrit belng 
primal jn lis operation in aud through 
matter ie not the subject of experi- 
mental science. The basis of any state- 
ment of what la erroneously called a 
“mental eclence’ muat therefore be ac- 
counted wrong according to all Jaws of 
logic, and aceording to all laws of per- 
ception. When the spirit is acting 
through the mind in the realm of 
dynamical Jaw, that which it does 
turough dynamical law may be clearly 
atated, that is, the Influence of mind over 
the physical orgauiam under certain 
conditions (not being Known) the effect 
of agitation, passion, any kind of excite 
ment, the psychological Iutluence of 
one mind over another, all these may 
be known, but they cannot be relied 
upon as the basis of a aclentific formu. 
lation, they cannot be demonstrated 
aclentifically, 
influence of one’s mind over another at 
one time and seem to employ It Ju pre 
cisely the same way as at another time 
aud the results will be entirely different. 
The state of one’s own mio may be 
different, the subtle relations between 
the spirit and mind are such that one 
cannot determine from the mental state 
what tbe result will be. Therefore 
there is no primal source of law regulat- 
ing the mind from the external side; all 
that seems to react from matter upon 
the mind cannot be relied upon or 
formulated, 

A system of religlous teaching which 
includes the powers of the spirit and 
the action of the spirit upon the mind 
is possible, but it ia no more a science 
than ia eternity a sclence. A state of 
absolute power Is not a formulated state, 


but a state which antedates and pre- 
cedes all formulation, and the attempt 


to make it les tban It ja, the attempt 


to consider within the realm of acleuce 
that which belongs to the realm of in- 
tuition and perception 1s like endeavor- 
lug to view every day life with a micro- 
scope, you would soon be lost In confu- 
alon. 

The barriers that man has placed be- 

tween himself and the realm of the 
spirit are not to be surmounted from 
the outslde, the light that ls to ilumio- 
ate the mind ia in the spirit and not de- 
rived from any external system of for- 
mulation. Many suppose because of the 
prevalance ao acceplance of peyeho- 
logical subjecta iu the world, because 
“hypnotism” has been accepted as one 
of the metbods of experiments In med- 
ical practice (known ss mesmerlsm fiy 
years ago aud more) aud because of 
having borrowed a new or more 
etymological name thie “aclence,” ay it 
la called, has been declared from the 
accepted schouls of svieuce and philoso- 
phy, that therefore there lə a new sci- 
ence in the world. Psychological Inftu- 
ence Is as old as human thought, and 
the very powers which bave been em- 
ployed lu past time under diflerent 
names reappear in the new name; 
sometimes the name is disgraced, some- 
times the name is honored, but all the 
facta ia history prove the existence of a 
force iu the human will which has 
always been recognized. When An- 
toine Mesmer deolared the ipfluenve of 
one mind over auotber, and tbe influ- 
ence of mind over the physical organ- 
ism he was scoffed at by the whole 
world of science. Tt bas taken more 
than balf a century for the aclentific 
world to creep up to the dumain of this 
influence than koowo as mesmerism; 
as the pame is ignored science vaunt- 
ingly declares herself to have discover- 
ed a new proposition ia “hypuotism.”’ 
Thescorn with which the inf) 1ence of 
one mind over another, or of the phy- 
siclau over his patlent, was received in 
a regular medical school of Chicago less 
tban five years ago, by men in medical 
practice aud professorship, proves } ow 
slowly the human mind turns to the 
chanuels that are well acknowledged in 
mavy directions. The fact of an added 
Ilgbt, the fact that hypnotism Is ac- 
cepted by these same minds to-day, 
proves how authority without any oth- 
er bass may coustitute the foundation 
for the acceptunce of any and all propo- 
sitions, 

A few yeara ago there came Into ex 
istence that which je called the “scleuce 
of mental healing.” We belleve the 
true founder and most correct exponent 
ofthe mental healing was the late Dr. 
Evans, whose basis was certainly not 
Intellectual, whose aptrilual statements, 
provided they had been correct, would 
have been perfect. ‘The very attempt, 
however, to formulate a thing so divine 
as the gift of healing, the very attempt 
to mistake psychology or mesmerto in- 
fluence of the mind forthe divine power 
of a spiritual gift ia precisely where the 
difficulty lies. In thte realm js to be 
found the difticulty with all who pursue 
the so-called “Christian science” of 
modern time. Weare endeavoring to

The amount of pension to 
be paid is cight dollars per month, and it 
is said that the bill will add 450,000 names 
to the pension-roll, making a total of 950,- 
000, With this addition to the pension- 
list, the total expenditure for pension pup- 
poses will reach the enormous sum of 
$150,C00,000 per year, This ie very nearly 
forty three per cent. of the gross income 
of the Government. It certainly cannot

The 
illumination was so great that objects 
ouside of Sandy Hook were seen as 
clearly ag at midday, and the city of 
New York appeared to be only a mile 
or two distant. 

Auroras occur most fr quently at the 
tquiuoxes al the commencement and 
end of the wiuter season. Ly M. Bone 
who bas made observations of auroras 
up to 1837, only weveu auroras are enu- 
erated tor the month of June, while 
bo less than 454 bave been recorded for 
March, and 498 iu October — W. N. L.
